‘The appeal was dismissed. 

Tt was atuted nt the Maglstracy that 
the appellant attacked ‘Tang Yung, 
Chinese constable C487, with a trun- 
cheon beenuse he turned up a few 
minutes Inte to relieve him from 


duty, : 

Me Hin-shing Lo, Instructed by 
Mr, J..M. Hall, represented the up- 
pellant, and Mr. J, B. Prentis, ‘Assis- 
tant Crown Solicitor, was for the re- 
spondent, Inspector A. V. Baker. 

Mr. Lo sald that the notice of up- 

eal against sentence was filed by 
fis client on his own Initiative and 
without any legal assistance, but he 
would Ike to formally opply for 
Jeave to appeal against ‘conviction ox 
well. He confessed he had no nu- 
thorities In support of the application, 
but expressed the hope that His 
Lordship would exercise his Inherent 
jurisdiction and dispense with the 
question of thme limit stipulnted in 
the Magistrates’ Ordinance of 1935. 


_ STARTLING PROPOSITION 

Hls Lordship remarked that he had 
no such jurisdiction but even Kk he 
tind and invoked it, it would be o 
starting proposition for it would 
mean interfering with) magisterial 
procecdings in the Colony. The 
Ordinonce specifically gave the right 


~ to appeal wit ina certain period, and 


if Mr. Lo's point were conceded the 
question of time limit would be 
meaningless ond any person could 
come and ask the Court to exer- 
cle its inherent powers: to interfere. 

Mr, Lo then confined his orgu- 
ments against sentence only, and said 
that the Magistrate must have 
accepted complainant's story of him

His Lordship: I haven't got any.

Restorer of the Altars. — Hitler's 
nickname after his imprisonment 
was Adolf Legallie—Law-nobiding 
Adolf.

Seml-oficial Japanese reports add 
that the company will also operate 
inter-urban bus lines. 

The railways, which were the pro- 
perty of the Chinese State, have now 
passed Into the hands of the “Re- 
formed Government,” . which, it is 
understood, will nat be concerned 
with the thorny question of foreign 
indebtedness In the Hnes In which 
British jnterests are heavily repre- 
sented, os It will act only ns the 
operauing agency of the rallways, 

The Huahsing Commercial Bank 
whl have $50,000,000 capital fully 
paid up, and the sharcholders will 
be the “Reformed Government” and 
six Japanese banks. 

_The bank's issuc, according to the 
same semi-official Japanese reports, 
will be “legal tender in the territory 
under the jurisdiction of the Re- 
formed Government,” the ‘sponsors 
hope, and the notes will be “con- 
vertible into foreign exchange at a 
rate approximately of the markct 
value’ of the Natlonallst notes.” -- 
Reuter.

Berlin, April 20. 


The feeling of suspense and tensest. 


expectation which prevailed through 
out Germany before the Fuchrer had 
spoken, has given way fo more 
joyful and optimistic mood. While 
all Ife stood practically still during 
two and one half hours when the 
population of the Reich gathered 
around loudspeakers in the factories 
and office. buildings or In their own 
homes to hear the Fuchrer’s pro- 
nouncement, the streets, cafes, 
restaurants of the capital presented 
most animated scenes In the after 
noon, 


As far as could be gathered: from 
conversations, the brond masses of 
the German people as well.as the 
‘members of the Natlonal Soctalist 
Party are profoundly impressed by 
the speech and are willing to support 
the Fuchrer unconditlonally in the 
pursuance of his policy, 


Discussed were above all the Reich 
Government's proposals to the Polish 
Government which had become 
Known to the people only through the 
speech. Surprise was generally ex- 
pressed that the Poles decided not to 
avail themselves of the occnsion for 
a definite settlement with the Reich. 


The Fuchrer’s declaration that the! 
naval agreement with England and 
the non-aggression pact with Poland 
tre to be regarded as no longer 
existent, was unanimously approved 
here by all classes of the population 
and the view appcars-to be generally 
taken that thls does not imply an in- 
tensification of the crisis, The 
nttitude of the people remains as 
calm as it was throughout the past 
few weeks, 


The comnientarics of the German 
press likewise show this calm com- 
posure. The editorlats of most the 
papers are written by the chief 
editors, who firmly endorse the 
Fuchrer’s farsighted polley. Many 
editorinls also contain sarcastic refer-

N the coming financial year 

Britain will spend a total of 
£580 millions on the defence of our 
Empire. 

The entire cost of building over 
a million clean new houses would 
be less than that. Slums and over- 
crowding, curse of gencrationa, 
could be completely wiped out. - 

For a tenth of the sum, Britain 
could revolutionise the educational 
system, freeing it from every exist- 
ing blot. 

For less than a twentieth of the 
sum Britain could have a contribu- 
tory system of old age pensions, 
offering 208. a week at 66, with 
363. for a married couple. 

It is a grim business for a demo- 
cracy, But as things stand to-day 
it is an inevitable business. And 
the Government is right to spend 


the money, though it ought to be]_ 


raising a much higher proportion 
of it by direct taxation. 

But there are two sides to national 
defence. There ore, the Preparations 
that must be made to mect a bad ine 
ternational_ situation... More ..tmpor- 
tant, there {s the effort that must be 
made to improve that situation, so 
that. the needs of defence may 
diminish, 

What is Britain doing posttively 
to help create the kind of world that 
will be Jess dangerous to its Peoples? 
It-has done ‘much these last seven 
yenrs to fill the world with danger, 
This bill of £680 millions is a terible 
account rendered for past érrors and 
follics. 

British taxpayers would pay thelr 
share of it more willingly if only 
there were some assurance that the 
crrors and follies will not be re- 
peated, will not bring in their train 
bills' even heavier, 

There {fs no such assurance, There 
is no steady British policy inspired 
by determination to bulld a world in 
which international law and national 
rights are respected and from. which 
the prospect of war will, fade.

Berlin, April 29. 

The feeling of suspense and tenscst 
expectation which. prevailed through- 
out Germany before the Fuchrer had 
spoken, has given way to o more 
joyful and optimistic mood. While 
ali life stood practically still during 
two and one half hours when the 
population of tha Rech gathered 
around toudspeakers in the factories 
and office buildings or in their own 
homes to hear the Fuehrer’s pro- 
nouncement, the streets, —_cafes, 
restaurants of the capital presented 
most animated scenes in the after- 
noon,’ - 


As far as could be gathered from 
conversitlons, the broad masses of 
the German people as well as the 
members of the Natlonal Socialist 
Party are profoundly impressed by 
the speech ond are willing to support 
the Fuchrer unconditlonally in the 
pursuance of his policy. 


* Discussed were above all the Reich. 
Government's proposals to the Polish 
Government which had become 
known to the people only through the 
speech, Surprise was generally ex- 
pressed that the Poles decided not to 
avail themselves of the occasion for 
a definite settlement with the Reich. 


The Fuehrer's declaration that the 
naval agreement with England and 
the non-oggression pact with Poland 
are, to be regarded as no longer 
existent, was unanimously approved 
here by all classes of the population 
and the view appears to be generally 
taken that this does not imply an in- 
tensification of the crisis. The 
attitude of the people remains as 
calm as 3t was throughout the past
